A fire 
fightér does not enjoy the privilege of arbitration boards. 
He is morai bound not to STRIKE. 

He is appealing to the voters of Wilmington today, only 
after exhausting every other means at his command to obtain 
fairness and justice in his effort to obtain a living wage. 

For purpose of comparison, food, clothing and every other 
necessity of life cost the firefighter the same as any one 

\ else, but look what their neighbors have to take to the 
store. Union scale for a truck driver, for example, regard- 
less of what kind of a jaloppy they drive, is $2.54 per hour. 
A firefighter in Wilmington driving a $35,000 ladder truck 
is paid a $1, 46. 

Cost for the raise for thirteen firefighters is slightly 
over $9,500.00, This figure represents approximately 49¢ on 
your tax dollar, To the owner of a single home, with a five 
thousand dollar assessment the cost per year will be $2.50, 
or less than a penny a day. 

When the price of a quart of milk or a loaf of bread goes) 
up a cent or two, a firefighters wife must also pay it. When! 
the daily paper goes from 5¢ to 7¢ the reader pays. Fire- 
fighters and their wives eat bread and their children drink 
milk. They also read the papers. Is it therefore unreason- 
able for the firefighter to ask for the wherewithal to meet 
these ever increasing costs in their every day life? 

When the town of Wilmington contracts with the builder of 
@ new school, the town does not say to him, we cannot afford 
to pay the prevailing costs or the prevailing wages to the 
men who work for you. THE TOWN PAYS THE PREVAILING COSTS AND) 
WAGES, not the substandard figures the firefighters are re- 
ceiving. 

Neither does the town say to the manufacturer of fire 
apparatus they cannot afford to pay full price, that they 
will have to get substantial discount and that the men who! 
work in the making of the apparatus must not expect prevail-

A newspaper is a very intormative and neeessary means of 
Communication but in the hands of an unscrupulous irrespon 
sible person it can be a very dangerous weapon. (We have a
